publications; information services; directories; selected federal 
government series; selected state publications; and serial lists.

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INTRODUCTION 



During the fall uf 1972 members uf the Executive Committee of the 
Institute uf VVatei Resuuites apprudthed The Universit> uf Cunnecticut 
Librar> admmibtiation tu determine huw materials in their field, and 
C5pCciall> publications of the uthei Watei Resuuues Reseauh Institutes 
around the cuuntry, were being handled b> the Library. The> were also 
interested in access tu these mateiials as the numbers of pubhcations were 
expected to increase markedly in the next few years. 

As an outgrowth of these earl> cunversations, the Librar> offered to put 
together a guide to water resources materials at The University of 
Connecticut Librar>. Bibhographic work was begun in earl> 1973 and 
completed m the spiing of 1974. As the research piogressed, emphasis was 
placed on providing a guide to reference materials and in this way 
outlining the literature uf the field, lather than un pruducing a subject 
approach to individual items in the collection. 

Upon completion, it was decided to omit repeated mention of The 
Universit> uf Connecticut Library collection as it was felt the bibliography 
imglit appeal to a widei audience. Very few references are included, 
however, which are not part of our collection. Call numbers (e.g. Ref 
Z740I J4 I9(>9), Superintendent of Document numbers (e.g. Govt. Pub. 
Dept. (I 19.13.1900)), and information necessary to locate materials in 
the Readex Microprint collection of non-depository U.S. government 
documents (e.g, non-depository microprint MC 72.15333 • Monthly 
Catalog uf United States Guvernment Publicatiuns 1972, item number 
15333) are included in urder tu locate the material in the University of 
Connecticut Wilbur Cross Library collection. 

Of the 411 references tu individual publications ur services, 46% are 
guvernment publicatiuns ur services spunsured by guvernment agencies. 
This emphasues the impuitance uf the guvernment both federal and state 
as far as the literature and the spunsuring of research is concerned. 

I would like to thank the members of the Government Publications 
Department, my fellow Reference Librarians, and the other members of 
the Reference Department staff fui their help dad patience. It is hoped 
that this bibhogiaphy will serve as an educational resource foi students, 
faculty and other researchers m the field of water resources.

This index is published in two parts with monthly i>upplements 
providing up-to-date coverage of statistics for each part. Part I: 
Index contains an index by subjects and names (e.g. Water 
pollution. Water resources development, Water supply. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency) and gives an appropriate number for 
locating the source of the statistic in Part II: Abstracts. Part I 
also contains an index by category. These 18 categories are in 
three sections. Geographic, Economic and Demographic. Within 
each of the categories statistics are grouped under standard 
subjects (e.g. Agriculture, Natural Resources and Conservation, 
and Recreation and Leisure). Again cross reference numbers are 
given for the source of the statistic in Part II: Abstracts . At the 
end of Part I there is an index by title and agency report 
number. Part IL Abstracts contains descriptions of the various 
department and agency statistical publications. A detailed table 
of contents permits this section to be used separately.
